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SCHOOL OF EDUCATION AND NORMAL 
SCHOOL 


GENERAL STATEMENT 


The School of Education and Normal School is devoted 
exclusively to the preparation of teachers for the public 
schools. As a basis for thorough professional training, 
standard academic requirements are maintained in all 
courses leading to degrees. 

Courses are offered which prepare teachers for the kin- 
dergarten, the primary school, the grammar school, and 
the high school, and for supervisory positions. 

The entire equipment of the college is available for the 
training of teachers. The pedagogical library, the psy- 
chological laboratory, the college high school, the ele- 
mentary training school and other phases of college 
activity furnish educational facilities which could not be 
duplicated without a large outlay. 


TEACHERS’ SPRING REVIEW 


This review course is open to the teachers of Florida 
every spring, and continues three months. Its purpose 
is to give an opportunity for review to those teachers 
who are preparing for the examination for first and sec- 
ond grade certificates. The subjects are reviewed from 
the beginning. Students have the privilege of choosing 
any of these subjects, but they are advised to select only 
a part of the work, that it may be done thoroughly. 

Special classes are provided for those doing review 
work. 

All students have special library advantages and priv- 
ileges. 

All students may take extra courses in music, cooking, 
sewing, physical training, or in games and plays to be 
used in the training of children,-if sufficiently advanced. 

Students desiring to prepare for a state certificate may 
arrange to take several of the state subjects in course. 


ADMISSION 


All applicants for admission to the review courses must 
be at least sixteen vears of age, and give satisfactory 


evidence of good character. They must present teachers’ 
certificates, or furnish credentials showing they have com- 
pleted the eighth grade of public school work. 


FACULTY 


The courses offered during the spring review are given 
by teachers of the regular normal school faculty, 


EXPENSES 


The expenses are very reasonable. $18.00 per month 
for room and board; $1.00 for infirmary fee; $1.00 dam- 
age fee, to be returned if no damages are assessed. Z'wi-

COURSES OF STUDY 
(IN SprinG REviEw.) 


AGRICULTURE :—The elementary principles of this sub- 
ject are reviewed and mastered. Duggar’s text is used. 


ALGEBRA :—The principles of this subject are reviewed 
Tor students who are already familiar with the subjects 
and desire to get a first grade certificate. A course for 
beginners will not be offered. Text: Wells & Hart. 


ARITHMETIC ;—A thorough review in the main prin- 
ciples. Text: Milne’s Progressive Arithmetic, Part ITI. 


Civin GOVERNMENT :—The main facts of this subject are 
studied. Text: James & Sanford. 


EpucaTIoNn :—A course in the theory and practice of 
teaching. Colegrove’s “The Teacher and the School” is 
used as a text. The first thirteen chapters are required 
for second and third grade certificates. The entire text 
is required for first grade certificate. 


ENGLISH CoMPposiITioNn :—The principles of simple com- 
position in description and exposition; brief forms, such 
as advertisements and invitations, letter writing, word 
study; a study of sentences and paragraphs. Text: 
Brook? S iE nelish Composition, Book TI. 


“Nor b.—All texts required by the State Board of Examiners for first- 
grade certificate will be used. 
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Ee6LisH GRAMMAR :—The parts of speech and their mod- 
ifications, with emphasis upon verb forms; a study of 
phrases and clauses; syntax, analysis and parsing, Text: 
Two-book Course in English by Hyde, Boox IT. 


History or Fioripa :—Students are given a simple but 
definite review of the main facts of this subject. Text: 
Brevard & Bennett. 


Hisrory oF Unirep Srares:—This course includes a 
‘areful review of the essential facts of American history. 
Text: Our Republic, by Riley & Chandler. 


OrTHOGRAPHY :—The Century Spelling Book is used as 
a, iLEX by 


PuysicaL ‘GrocrarHy :—The principles of this subject 
are presented in a careful review. Text: Dryer. 


PouiricaL GzocrarHy :—The main facts and principles 
of the subject are carefully presented. Text: Frvye’s. 


PHysIoLocy :—A course intended for students who 
have a desire for a thorough understanding of the ele- 
mentary principles of the subject. Text: Ritchie. 


RBADING :—A course in the most important principles 
of the subject.

The Spring Review will begin on Tuesday, March 4, 
1919, and run three months. Students may enter at any 
time during the Spring Review, but the earlier they en- 
ter the better.
